, The winds originated in Arizona, and 
swept in from the desert with such 
velocity that the barrier of the Sierra 
Madre mountains failed to break the 
intensity: Windstorms of an intensive 
velocity are almost unknown in the San 
Gabriel valley because of the great 
mountain barriers. 


The first heavy blasts awakened Co- 


vina'valley residents in the middle of 
the night. But the greatest amount of 
damage was done between 9 and 10 
o'clock on Saturday morning, when 
large eucalyptus, pines, acacias and 
walnut trees were swept'down, blocking

Rev. W. G. Conley Dies 
After Lingering Illness 


Hundreds of residents of the Covina 


vajley, as well as throughout Southern 
California, are mourning this week the 
passing of Rev. W. G. Conley, for two 
years pastor of the Covina Christian 
church, and known throughout the state 
as one of the, ablest men in the Chris- 
tian church ministry. 


Rev. Conley died at Ontario on Wed- 


nesday, following an illness that had 
incapacitated him for more than ten 
months. He was the pastor of the On- 
tario Christian church, having been sta- 
tioned there for the past three years. 
Since leaving Covina he had been a 
pastor at Seeley, in the Imperial val- 
ley, and at Redlands.

He was at one time the president of 
the Los Angeles ministerial Association, 
and was president of a similar body in 
Ontario.

The funeral was 
held yesterday afternoon at Ontario, 
and was attended by a large number of 
people from Covina, as well as from, 
many places in Southern California 
where he had held pastorates.

CROP DAMAGE SMALL.

Expert pack- 
inghouse men said that there will un- 
doubtedly be a percentage of scarred 
fruit, due to the whipping of the Uees 
by the blasts, but that the amount of 
fruit blown off is negligible. Had it 
come in February it would have taken 
more fruit off the trees, it is said.

VALLEY ASSOCIATED CHAMBERS 


Shultis auditorium at Baldwin Park, 


the largest public hall in the valley. 
was filled to capacity on Tuesday even- 
ing of this week, when the associated 
chambers of commerce of the San Ga- 
briel valley, composed of eighteen af- 
filiated communities, gathered at the 
monthly banquet. 


The organization, which began seven 


years ago through a suggestion of D. J. 
Shultis, and which has steadily grown 
in popularity and usefulness to the val- 
ley, now has an attendance monthly of 
about 250 ranchers and professional and 
business men. At this last meeting there 
were 300 banqueters at the board. 


The women of Baldwin Park, with 


Mrs. Shultis directing, served a banquet 
of roast young turkey with all the de- 
sirable fixings that was a triumph in 
every way, and called forth commenda- 
tion from many of the public speakers. 


In extending a welcome to the visit- 


ors, Mr. Shultis took occasion to point 
out that the ingredients of the banquet 
were almost wholly the products of the 
region, and in a humorous way declared 
that "even the oysters in the cocktails 
were from our own oyster beds in the 
far-famed San Gabriel river." 


President Jonas E. Killian 
of 
El 


Monte informed the 
banqueters that 


Charles P. Bayer, for years secretary of 
the organization, had accepted a posi- 
tion as head of the community service 
department of the Los Angeles chamber 
of commerce. 
Mr. Bayer for the past 


six years has been secretary of the Po- 
7nona chamber of commerce, and has 
been released by the directors to go into 
this larger field. Mr. Bayer, in respond- 
ing, said that he would continue in the 
capacity of secretary for the affiliated 
organization, and would endeavor 
to 


servo as a link between the valley cham- 
bers and the great Los Angeles cham- 
ber. 


H. W. Wright, former speaker of the 


state assembly, and now a member of 
the board of ^supervisors, spoke inter- 
estingly concerning the great problems 
of this greatest county of the United 
States. 


A VAST EMPIRE. 


The assessed valuation of this county 


is one billion, two hundred and fifty 
millions, he said, and the increase has 
been one hundred millions in th»? past 
year. The budget for the county for 


Retiro, the home for girls, has 100 
patients, and is crowded, while Juvenile 
hall has 150 patients and 2,800 others 
on the outside on probation. There are 
3,000 families in the county which are 
receiving county aid, he stated. 


PUBLISHER IN ADDRESS. 


F. W. Kellogg, business manager of 


the Los Angeles Express and of the 
Pasadena Post, and part owner in these 
newspaper properties, gave- a very in- 
teresting talk, in which he drew facts 
fr^m two trips he has made to Europe, 
one during the war and one since. He 
made the statement that disarmament 
was far from being an impossible dream, 
but that it must be actuated by the 
spiritual and not by economic necessity. 
In blunt and unemotional language he 
told the banqueters that nothing but 
the teachings of the Prince of Peace 
would- suffice to lead the nations into 
world amity. Europe is in ft state of 
awful poverty, he stated. He believes 
that in their desperation the countries 
of Europe are looking to the United 
States to solve the peace problem. In 
Sweden, Norway, Germany, Belgium, 
and England he was told repeatedly 
that the people were looking to Amer 
ica to lead the way out of the morass 
of war and hatred. In France he found 
that the war spirit still prevailed, that 
the French were still feeling that they 
must be armed to the teeth in order to 
preserve their nationality. He did not 
much blame the French, he said, because 
of the terriffie experience which they 
had just passed through. 


THE 
POET-HUMORIST. 


James W. Foley, nationally-known 


poet and lecturer, whose poems appear 
daily in the Pasadena Post, entertained 
the banqueters for more than an hour 
with rapid-fire humor, fragments of his 
philosophy of optimism, brotherhood of 
man, and the recital of some of his 
poems.

but drove home his ideas and ideals of 
lifting the load of the other fellow 
while travelling the highways of life.

Barring crop disaster, next year's pro- 


duction of citrus fruit will far exceed 
anything in the history of the industry, 
says the California Citrograph. 
From 


present estimates it would appear that 
the shipments of 1922 would be very 
close to 79,500 carloads, on a basis of 
400 boxes to the car. New acreage 
which is coming into bearing together 
with generally favorable growing con- 
ditions and the light June drop, are 
responsible for the greatly 
increased 


production. ~~ And the end is not yet. 
There is still the unbearing acreage of 
available citrus land to be reckoned 
with. Just what this amounts to, it is 
impossible to state with any accuracy, 
but it must be taken into consideration 
as an important factor looking into the 
future. The fact is, the industry before 
many years may be facing a citrus crop 
of 100,000 carloads.

cess by which beer, ale, porter or wine 
is produced, if it contains less than one- 
half of one per centum of alcohol by 
volume, and is made as prescribed in 
laws enacted by Congress and is other- 
wise denominated than as beer, ale, or 
porter and is contained^ and sold in, or 
from, such sealed and labeled bottles, 
casks, or containers as the United States 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue may 
by regulation prescribe. 


The word "person" shall mean and 


include natural persons, associations,_co- 
partnerships and corporations. • 


Section 2. No person shall manufac- 


ture, sell, barter, transport, import, ex- 
port, deliver, furnish or possess any in- 
toxicating liquor, except as authorized 
in this Ordinance and all the provisions 
of this Ordinance shall be liberally con- 
strued to the end that the use of intox- 
icating liquor as a beverage may be 
prevented. 


Liquor for nonbeverage purposes and 


wine for sacramental purposes may be 
manufactured, purchased, sold, bartered, 
transported, imported, delivered, fur- 
nished and possessed, but only by a 
person holding a valid permit from the 
United States Internal Revenue De- 
partment, and only in accordance with 
the laws of the United States, Provided, 
nothing in this Ordinance shall prohibit 
the purchase and sale of warehouse re- 
ceipts covering distilled spirits on de- 
posit in government bonded warehouses, 
and no special tax liability shall attach 
to the business of purchasing and sell- 
ing such warehouse receipts. 


Section 3. The articles enumerated in 


this section shall not, after having been 
manufactured and prepared for the mar- 
ket, be subject to the provisions of this 
Ordinance, if they correspond with the 
following descriptions and limitations, 
namely:

A person who manufactures any_o± 


the articles mentioned in this section 
may purchase and possess liquor for 
that purpose but he shall secure per- 
mits from the United States Internal 
Revenue Department to manufacture 
such articles and to 
purchase 
such 


liquor, give the bonds, keep the records, 
and make the reports specified by the 
laws enacted by Congress and as direct- 
ed by the United States Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue. No such manufac- 
turer shall sell, use, ^>r dispose of any 
liquor otherwise than as an ingredient 
of the articles authorized to be manu- 
factured therefrom. No more alcohol 
shall be used in the manufacture of any 
extract, syrup, or the articles named in 
.paragraphs b, c, and d of this section 
which may be used for beverage pur- 
poses than the quantity necessary for 
extraction or solution of the elements 
contained therein and for the preserva- 
tion of the article. 


Any person who shall knowingly sell 


any of the articles mentioned in para- 
graphs a, b, c, and d of this section 
for beverage purposes, or who ahall sell 
any of the same under circumstances 
from which the seller might reasonably 
deduce the intention of the purchaser 
to use them for such purposes, or shall 
sell any beverage containing one-half

Every physician who issues a prescrip- 


tion for liquor shall keep a record, al- 
phabetically arranged, in a ty>ok pre- 
scribed by the United States Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue, which shall 
show the date of issue, amount pre- 
scribed, to whom issued/the purpose or 
ailment for which it is to be used and 
directions for use, stating the amount 
and frequency of the dose. 


Section 6. No person shall manuf

ture, purchase for sale, sell, or transport 
any liquor without making at the time 
a permanent record thereof showing in 
detail the amount and kind of liquor 
manufactured, purchased, sold or trans- 
ported, together, with the names and 
addresses of the persons to whom sold, 
in case of sale, and the consignor and 
consignee in case of transportation, and 
the time and place of such manufacture, 
sale, or transportation. 


Section -7. All manufacturers and 


wholesale or retail druggists, holding 
United States Internal Revenue permits 
shall keep as a part of the records re- 
quired of them a copy of all United 
States permits on which a sale of any 
liquor is made, and no manufacturer or 
wholesale druggist shall sell or other- 
•wise dispose of any liquor except at 
wholesale and only to persons having 
United States permits to purchase in 
such quantities. 


Section 8. All persons manufacturing 


liquor for sale under a United States 
Internal Revenue permit shall securely 
and permanently attach to every con- 
tainer thereof, as the same is manu- 
factured, 
a label stating name of 


manufacturer, kind and quantity of 
liquor contained therein, and the date 
of its manufacture, together with the 
number of the permit authorizing the 
manufacture thereof, and_ all persons 
possessing such liquor in

selling at wholesale shall attach to

Mr. Blanchard was 89 years old, one 


of the oldest men in the upper San 
Gabriel valley.

The cause of his death 
was an attack of bronchial pneumonia, 
to which he succumbed quite suddenly 
at the ranch home on Workman street. 


Mr. Blanchard was a native of New 


Hampshire, and left that, state as a 
youth, shipping on one of the famous 
"hookers" that made the trip around 
the Horn to San Francisco. He sailed 
under Captain-Batchelor, a famous skip- 
per known for his bravery and for a 
remarkable career in those early days. 
The vessel was bound from New York 
to Australia, via San Francisco, and 
was six months making the California 
port, owing to a terrific storm wThieh 
was followed by a long period when the 
vessel lay becalmed. 
Mr. Blanchard 


often told of that period of nearly two 
months when the vessel lay in the open 
sea with no wind to send them on their 
course. 


During his early youth he worked in 


the vicinity of San Jose, and also fol- 
lowed the rush into the mines. He was 
a boatman on the San Joaquin and 
Sacramento rivers for a period, and 
finally settled on 160 acres ten miles 
south of Stockton. 


It was in 1864 that he married Miss 


Sarah J. Houscr, and moved to Stanis- 
laus county, where he homestcaded a 
quarter section. 
He remained there 


with the family for eight years, then 
returned 
to his 
original land near 


Stockton. 
On September 1, 1898, he 


moved with his family to Covina, lo- 
cating on Workman street, which has 
been the family home since that time. 


Mr. Blanchard raised a large family, 


all well known throughout this valley 
and the middle part of the state. Be- 
sides the widow, Mrs. Sarah Blanchard, 
who survives him, he leaves seven 
children, who are: 
Mrs. Dora Shearer, 


Mrs. Emma Ohaver, Charles E. Blanch- 
ard, Miss Ada Blanchard, and Leroy 
Blanchard, all of Covina, H. D. Blanch- 
ard of Porterville and Everett Blaneh- 
ard of Reedley.

The School Situation 


The valuation of property in the Covina high school district, 


which includes the communities and districts of Baldwin Park, 
Charter Oak, Covina city and West Covina, is $9,776,290, upon 
which a levy of seventy-two cents per one hundred dollars is 
made, raising a revenue of $70,389.28. 
* 


The valuation in Citrus Union high school district, including 


the cities of Azusa and Glendora and part of the country near 
Azusa, is $6,409,465, nppn Avhich a levy of seventy-three cents 
is made, raising $46,789.09. 


The valuation of Bonita Union high school district, including 


La Verne Heights, La Verne city and San Dimas, is $5,696,420, 
upon which a levy of fifty cents is made, raising $28,412.10. 


The valuation of Puente Union high school district, including ^ 


Fairview, Hudson, Rowland, and Walnut, is $6,136,735, with a 
levy of sixty-one cents, raising $37,434.08. 


The valuation of El Monte Union high school district, includ-. 


ing Bossett, El Monte, Mountain View, Potrero Heights, Sa- 
vannah, and Temple, is $29,429,220, upon which there is a levy 
or twenty-nine cents, raising $85,344.73. 


The valuation of the Pomona Union high school district, in- 


cluding Pomona city and Spadra, is $12,017,760, with a tax levy 
of seventy-five cents, raising $90,133.20. 


These are the high school districts immediately surrounding 


the Covina district. In the ease of El Monte there is a new ele- 
ment in the past few years, caused by the tremendous wealth 
brought in by oil operations on the southwest of the district. 
El Monte district has a comparatively small population with a 
much greater revenue than it can spend. 


The percentage of increase in scholars in the Covina district 


is greater than in any other district mentioned here, not even 
excepting Pomona. Taking into consideration the unit scholar 
demands, Covina high school is the most inadequately-supplied 
school of any in the San Gabriel valley from the standpoint of 
school buildings, grounds, and equipment. 


Based upon the increase in property values of the past five 


years in the Covina high school district, due to new plantings 
of citrus and walnut orchards, the coming into bearing of earlier- 


"plantecTorchards, "the improvement of real property in Covina 


city and the expansion of the rapidly-growing community of 
Baldwin Park, the values in the district five years from this 
date will have increased from nine millions to more than 
twelve millions. This is providing the same ratio of increase 
holds good in the next five years as has been a fact in the past 
five years. It is not unreasonable to predict, however, that the 
ratio of increase will be more rapid in the next five years than 
in the past five years. 


All parts of Southern California are increasing in value at a 


much more rapid rate than in any decade or partial decade of 
the past, and the increase is a healthy one, not a boom. The 
overflow from Los Angeles city is causing many outlying com- 
munities to grow on a ratio nearly as great as that of the big 
city. 
Gradual reclamation of unirrigated lands is causing, 


property values to increase at a remarkable rate. 


There can be no mistake made in investing public money in 


real estate to an amount that will be adequate for school pur- 
poses for the next fifteen or twenty years. Land in the Covina 
valley is never to be any cheaper than it is at present. It wtill 
enhance very rapidly in value, especially within the corporate 
limits of Southern California communities. 


It is a wise proposal that the Covina high school district pur- 


chase the twenty-six acres of the Adams ranch and build upon it 
a unit building, to which can be added other buildings in the 
years to come. The district is wealthy enough in valuation to 
make the investment at this time. The district is very seriously 
in need of the land and the buildings. 


Aside from the actual need that confronts the district, the 


purchase of a large and central school site will be an asset to the 
valley which will in itself enhance the values of the lands of the 
valley. For there is nothing that makes a locality more desir- 
able than completely adequate school facilities. 


We believe this to be sound common sense, and upon the basis 


of common sense will undoubtedly appeal to all property- 
owners in the district.

Not How But When 


The American Legion in fighting for the adjusted compensa- 


tion bill has steadfastly refrained from suggesting to congress 
how the money for carrying out the provisions of that bill shall 
be obtained. It has striven to have congress recognize the jus- 
tice of the claim for compensation, knowing that once the obli- 
gation was acknowledged, nothing could long prevent its ful- 
fillment. The Legion is certain that it long ago convinced not 
only congress, but also the American people, that the claim to 
adjusted compensation is one which must be met as a matter of 
national faith, duty and honor. 


For this reason we are not much concerned by the fact that 


the senate failed to pass the compensation measure as an 
amendment to the new tax bill when it voted twice on this pro- 
posal recently. The senate merely declined to make the com- 
pensation bill dependent upon the retention of the excess profits 
tax or the collection of interest on this country's $10,000,000,000 
wartime loans to our allies. It did not vote that adjusted com- 
pensation should not be paid. The compensation situation is 
unaffected by the votes taken in November. 


The American Legion waits confidently for the adjusted com- 


pensation bill to be brought out from the senate finance com- 
mittee, to which it was recommitted last July at the request of 
President Harding. It believes that the senate will pass the 
measure by a record-breaking vote if given a fair opportunity 
to express its attitude. 


Congress will soon have disposed of the tax problem and the 


foreign debt problem. It is reasonable to hope that we may 
have a show-clown in the senate on the adjusted compensation 
bill before Christmas. 
Congress could take no better means of 


starting 1922 right than by lifting in the closing days of 1921 
a burden on America's national conscience which grows heavier 
every month that the nation postpones meeting its just obliga- 
tion to its defenders.—American Legion Weekly.

RINGING in the boar's bead 
at 
Yuletlde is net .cele- 


brated 
widely, in 
Great 


Britain today, 
and prob- 


ably the only place where 


It survives with something of Its old- 
time glory Is Queen's college, Oxford 
university. 


The custom is believed to antedate 


Christianity; In fact, is said to have 
come 
down 
to 
Englishmen 
from 


the Druids, the Detroit News> recalls. 
Freya, goddess of peace and plenty, 
was always represented as riding a 
boar, and the Druid priests are be- 
lieved to have made yearly sacrifices 
of boars to this divinity in order to 
win her good will. 


At Queen's the procession fit : the 


boar's head forms in the buttery. A 
soloist, who usually Is a former stu- 
dent of the college, heads the line. 
Behind him march two or three broad- 
shouldered youths who bear the boar's 
head, mounted on a silver salver. In 
the old days the head weighed ,as 
much as eighty pounds. 


Flags and pennants of the college 


fl-utter about 
the 
head, which is 


crowned with gilded sprays of rose- 
mary, bay, laurel and other ever- 
greens. 
A lemon or an orange, the 


old Norse symbol of plenty, is placed 
between the tusks. 


Behind the bearers of the salver 


march the surpllced nion and boys of 
the choir and the organist in a robe 
of an Oxford doctor of music. 


On a duis at the end of the dining 


hall the provost and the principal 
guests stand. The provost says grace 
in Latin ; the call to dinner is sound- 
ed with trumpets through the cloisters 
and the procession starts through the 
cloisters.
